New YorRK, July 7.—A tale of misery and 


suffering such as has not been recorded in 
the history of sea life for several months 
past came to light yesterday by the arrival 
of the Italian bark Samuele from Palermo, 
with Capt. Esposito and a crew of twelve 
men of the Italian bark Umberto Galatola 
which was foundered at sea June 19. The 
wrecked mariners are all natives of Italy 
and cannot speak English, but their haggard 
features and wild staring eyes told the story 
of their hardships more strongly than words. 
The story of the sufferings of the wrecked 
seamen was told to a reporter of the World 
by Capt. Corroa of the Samuele, and as the 


captain said, “coming second handed, as it 


does, it but faintly portrays their actual ex- 


perience.” 

The bark Umberto Galatola left Torraveha, 
Spain, early in April last with a cargo of 
salt, bound for this city. Fair winds were 
experienced and good time was mads up to 
June 16 last, at 10 o’clock a, m., when in lat- 
itude 28.12, longitude 55.37, a terrific squall 
struck the vessel, washing everything mova- 
ble from her decks and causing her to 

LEAK BADLY. . 

Two men were kept at the pumps night and 
day, but the water gained on them. The 
storm had moderated somewhattand Captain 
Esposito still stood by his ship, believing 
that he could repair the damage as soon as 
the sea became caim. Several ineffectual at- 
tempts were made, but still the gallant cap- 
tain and his crew would not abandon their 
vessel. In the meantime the water was 
slowly but surely filling the ship. It flooded 
the hold and washed the sait forward so that 
the stern of the vessel was almost

FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

The rules that will establish a reserve fund from 
the present fund now held by the Merchants’ ex- 
change in bonds and other securities, and from 
which membérshbips will be bought in by the ex- 
change and retired, have been gotten into shape 
by the committee appointed for that purpose. 
These rules will be submitted to the directors 
Monday, and they in turn willorder them posted 
for an early vote. From!present feeling on ’change 
among those members who thoroughly under 


stand the provisions of these rules, there is no 
doubt but that they will be adopted by a large ma- 
jority. Another committee that is prepared 
io report next Monday to the directors, is that 
appointed to devise a scheme for the consolida- 
tion of registration supervision and inspection of 
grain, Erom areliable source it is learned that 
this committee will report in favor of consolidat- 
ing these boards, with the appointment of one 
chief of the aepartment, probably to be known as 
chief grain inspector and registrar. One fee is to 
be charged to cover both inspection and registra- 
tion. eé same prices are to be retained, but the 
salaries of the supervision and the running ex- 
penses of the registration office are to be guar- 
anteed and paid from the fees received. The 
board of registration has been a success in the 
true sense of the word, so far as regards the pro- 
tection afforded the country shippers, no reports 
of loss in ve of grain shipped here having 
been received for a long time past, but the revenue 
derived from registering warehouse receipts has 
been insuflicient to maintain the board of reg- 
istration and supervision. The yeas has 
twice had to advance money for the salary of 
these men, who, to their honor may it be said, 
have worked faithfully and allowed no complaints 
to catch the public’s ear.——Stock of wheat in 
this market to-day is 36,388 bushels smaller than 
a week ago, corn has decreased 203,120 bushels. 
and oats fallen off 9,670 bushels. Withdrawals of 
wheat from elevators for week were 43,629 bush- 
els for city consumption, and 36,180 bushels for 
rail shipment; of corn, 38,422 bushels withdrawn 
by city trade, 162,024 bushels for rail, and 167,090 
bushels forriver shipment; ofoats, 15,270 bustieis 
used by local dealers. 2.377 bu shipped by rail and 
2,283 bu by river.——E. E. Samuel telegraphs from 
Marshall, Saline county, Mo.,to E. M. Samuel & 
Sons: “Steady rain. Wheat mostly shocked and 
all right. Corn backward and looks sickly. Can’t 
have over half cron in this county.”——S. W. Tall- 
madge of Milwaukee last figuring on the wheat 
crop makes it out 393,000,000 bu.——Only three or 
four of McGeoch’s creditors have not sicned an 
acceptance of his offer of fifty cents settlement, 
and these parties are expecied to sign shortly. 
—A grain shipper of Kansas stated to 
this reporter that the farmers of his state will 

eneraily hold their wheat for higher prices. 

ost of them are better fixed financially than 
they have been for several years past. and can 
afford to hold their crops. he farmer who is 
obliged to send his wheat to market as soon as it 
is ready, or indeed at any time during this month, 
wiil most probably be disappointed in thé price 
he receives. The St. Louls market is in no condi- 
tion to take it and pay for any large amount of 


the new cro now, as the hvie from 
which it would leave here is a 
very small ne. here would 


most probably be acollapse in prices here were 
receipts to come pouring in, aud the new wheat 
then offering would be sacrificed at cheap rates. 
It is the opinion of conservative men here that 
the farmers would do well to stack and hoid their 
wheat as long as they can. Cotton was again 
largely off to-day. here, oh, where, is that 
boom so fondly expected by the St. Louis bulls? 
A notable change in a grain business house will 
be found by reference to our advertising columns.

PRESS AND PULPIT. 

Gay Waters, the recently-elected pastor of the 
Fourth Christian church, has also joined the 
reportorial staff of an evening paper. No doubt 
| the piety of the paper and the push of the pastor 

will be improved by the combination of journal- 
ism and preaching.— [Globe-Democrat. 

The Rev. Mr. Warers will find as many 
opportunities of telling the truth and serv- 
ing God on the staff of a daily newspaper as 
in the pulpit on Sunday. Comic papers are 
responsibie for the idea that a reporter is the 
last surviving representative of Bohemian- 
ism,careless in his habits of life and reckless 
in his statements. The truth is that the very 
nature of a reporter’s work requires regu- 
larity, punctuality and accuracy, and any- 
one who wou'd undertake to join 
the staff of a daily newspaper in 
the expectation that he would have nothing 
to do but to loaf around public places, or 
that he could draw any pay that he had not 
earned by hard work. would be most wofully 
disappointed. As for accuracy and truth- 
fulness there is no calling in the world 
which is subjected to so severe a test as that 
of a reporter. The doctor’s mistakes are 
hidden under ground, the lawyer’s are 
known only to the judge, the minister’s con- 
gregation cannot answer him back, the mer- 
chant’s mistakes are rectified privately, but 
thousands of critical readers stand ready to 
test the reporter’s work, and if he makes a 
mistake the paper is called to account for i 
publicly. 

The “combination of journalism and 
preaching” will hurt neither the journalist 
nor the preacher, neither the press nor the 
pulpit. Any minister, especially a young 
minister, will be better fitted for his clerical 
work by that-experience of the world which 
is gained in newspaper work, while the press 
cannot fail to gain in repute from the knowl- 
edge that it ranks among its newsgatherers 
men whose profession is a hostage for their 
fidelity to truth. We may add that, while 
the Post-DIsPATOH has not previously had 
any active ministers on its statf, its editorial 
payroll contains a larger proportion of cul- 
lege graduates than is to be found in any 
other of the learned professions in St. Louis. 


THE REVENUE. 

The fiscal year which has just come toa 
close, has been an annus mirabilis in finan- 
cial matters, Congress, with deliberate pur- 
pose, imposed on the peopie an enormous ad- 
dition to the expenses in the shape of pen- 
sions; the administration seconded the move- 
ment and all branches of government have 
been run at high pressure. Taxes were taken 
off for the purpose of reducing both the cus- 
toms revenue and the internal revenue, and 
yet the month of June came in with the 
heaviest debt reduction from revenue known 
in our history, and the total reduction for 
the year is little less than in the last year of 
high taxes and light appropriations. 

There is one element in estimating the fut- 
ure resources of the revenue which sounds 
unscientific and unreasonable, which no 
statesman Or financier could utilize at its 
face value In making up the budget, and yet 
which can be counted on with much more 
certainty than the yearly harvests on which 
so much depends. Thisis the annual rate 
of growth of the nation in wealthand re- 
sources, a rate which is so rapid that any es- 
timate which sounds reasonable beforeliand 
must fall short of the realized fact. 

We grow faster than any other country in 
the world by our naturalincrease. In addi- 
tion to this we have an addition from immi- 
gration which is greater than the increase of 
any other civilized nation. We have vast 
resources in lands and mines and forests 
which increase in value ten-fold as soon as 
man deigns to take possession of them. We 
have no large proportion of our population 
living in idleness off the fruit of other men’s 
labor; no standing armies or courts to dimin- 
ish our productiveness and consume our pro- 
ductions. 

All of these elements of prosperity are 
now exerting their full power. We have 
peace without a disturbing element, a stable 
currency, and the only drawbacks on our 
prosperity are so small as to be almost un- 
noticed in our onward progress. These are 
a long-established habit of waste and ex- 
travagance In federal government and a 
vicious system of protection in the tariff. 
But these do not suffice to stop our growth. 

The revenue will continue to grow, and 
the surplus of the past fiscal year will re- 
main with us during the present fiscal year. 
Congress will have to deal with it. It will be 
the duty of the democratic majority to ad- 
just our revenue to our needs by a revision 
of taxation. If they do it wisely they will 
be put in charge of the government; if they 
fail they will lose the bright prospects they 
now have of achieving their long-sought 
triumph.

THE MOST ELEGANT IN THE CITY. 
It was an minense two story building, sur- 
rounded ay veeee piazzas, and the furniture 
carpets were of the most elegant de- 
been brought from Phila- 
delphia. The heavy plate giass mirrors with 
broad gilt-frames that adorned the walls 
were the first ever seen in St. Louis. Glit 
tering chandeliers bung in each of the state 
rooms, each containing twelve burners hold- 
ing wax cundies. Gen. Lafayette was re- 
ceived here in state by Mr. aid Mrs. Pierre 
Chouteau, and welcomed by the guests, who 
were composed of the elite ot the city. The 
same evening a grand ball was given 
in his honor at the old City hotel, situatea 
on Fourth street, the only hosteirie in the 
city. peg Arn Cg was too old and infirm 
to was ably represented by nis son, 
George Washington Lafayette, and his aides- 
de-cainp, one of whem was Debouisson. 
The general wore on this occasion a pair of 
pale yellow nankeen trousers, with white 
vest, and striped blue coat. The orchestra 
consisted of three violins, and Mr. Baptiste 
Ortese was first fiddler and master of cere- 
monies. He lived to a great old age, and did 
active service as maitre de plaiser for many 
years. The waitz was not in general vogue. 
and the fair dames of the period, with 
their stately cavaliers, went through the 
figures oi the center dances. For his partner 
in the promeuvade Gen. Lafayette selected 
MISS ALZIRE MENARD, 
daughter of Col. Menard, lieutenant-gover- 
nor of Lilinois. She was at this time a guest 
of Mrs. Pierre Chouteau, and considered one 
of the prettiest girls of the time. She wore 
at this ball a beautiful dress brought over 
from Paris, of white muslin trimmed with 
rich embroidery. Jt was madein the direc- 
toire style, with léw neck and short sieeve 
corsage. Around the throat was a collet 
neckiage of cornelian, heid togetber by links 
of twisted gold, andin her ears were rings 
of filigree gold get with briliiants. ‘This 
lady afterwards married Mr. George 
Kennerly, and @stiil living in St. Louis.

a young stranger and guest of Mr. Rector. 
She wove a robe of crimson satin, the point

DANGERS OF THE TRACK. 
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The Htiquette of Serving Wines at 
bd Dinner. 


What Wine Should be Drank with Each 
Course—The Noted Brands of Various 
Wines—How the Sea Affects Imported 
Wine—Port—Gossip Concerning Rosy 
Liquids. 


On the subject of wines, the favorite 
brands, the different kinds in use and their 
proper place or orderina banquet, a_cele- 
brated caterer who received his professional 
training in France, and who has charge of 
one of our fashionable cliub-houses 
was interviewed by a Post-DIsPATCH re- 
porter this morning In answer to the 
scribe’s query asto the wine with which a 
dinner is commenced, he said: 

THE OYSTER COURSE. 

“Burgundy, French and Rhine wines are 
used entirely with the first or oyster course. 
Of the Burgundy,|Chablis, which is a white 
wine, is the proper one for this course. Nuits 
is one of the finest brands and is very. ex- 

ensive. Beaune is another tine one. Beau- 
olais is much cheaper. Pommard, Chan- 
bertin and Clos de VYougeot are very fine 
Burgundy wines especiaily the latter, but 
they are not strictly in place in the first 
course. The French Sauterne, which isa white 
wine, is probably the favorite with Ameri- 
cans and English. The Germans lean to- 
wards the Khine wines of which Ruedes- 
beimer is the favorite, Niersteiner is anoth- 
er good brand and_ Deidesheimer 
is also esteemed by some. These light wines 
are used at the beginning of the dinner to 
stimulate the appetite.” 

THE cOUP COURSE. 

‘“‘What wines belong to the second or soup 
course ?”’ 

Sherry, and of that’ Olorosa, Amontillado 


and Andalusia are the favor- 
ites. Amontiliado is a _ very = fine 
and very expensive wine. Pale English 


sherry is a favorite with many people in this 
course. English and Scotch gentlemen gen- 
erally prefer it to any other brand. Madeira 
wine belongs to the same family, but it is 
not strictly asherry. Itisa very expensive 
article, and for that reason very little of it 
is fuund in this couatry. Itis a strong wine, 
and is generally served at the end of the 
dinners, when served ai all. ‘lokayer Aus- 
bruck is another of the same type, and is 
also served at thaen.l. 
THE FISH COURSE. 

‘‘According to the code wiat wines does 
the third or fish course cail for?” 

Tne same that is served with the first 
course, white wines of various kinds, ail 
light and appetizing. The guests have ail 
had a taste of a strung wine now, sv they 
can afford to return to one of less specific 
gravity. Were they tocontinue the use of 
ueavy wines to the Closevof the dinner they 
wight find the light of day growing cloudy 
befure reaching the cotfee course. ‘This 
is to be guarded against, and we, 
as guardians, watch over the interests of 
those who are liable to forget themseivesa.”’ 

THE ENTREES. 

‘*The entree comes next in order?” 

“Yes, and with that claret is the wine. 
The red clarets are the product of the Me- 
due district in France. It borders the bay of 
Biscay, on the left bank of the Gironde 
river, below Bordeaux. ‘The ciaret and the 


Burgundy wines take the lead in 
Engiand as does champange in_ this 
country. St. Julien is a_ fine brand 


and not over expensive. Margeaux is a mag- 
nificent wine. Poulet Cauet and Chateap 


LaRose are much wed by Americans, 
Chauteau Latour is the finest brand of 
claret. Chateau Lafitte ana St. Eslephe are 


aiso excellent brands. 
THE SHERBERT COURSE. 

“With the sherbert course, which comes 
in here, a dividing line between the first and 
second part of the dinner, is always served 
without wine. A iittle rest right here is 
generally desired. 

ROASTS. 

‘‘And with roast, which is the next course? 
What is served?” 

“Eitwer roast or game comes here, and 
Burgundy is the wine. The Burgundy wine 
has veen famous throughout Lurove for 
ages. Froin the eleventh to the fifteenth 
century it was the favorite among the nobill- 
ty of tue continent. It has a good budy, 
veively, and of delicate bo- 
guet. The Romane and Conti 
are among the finest in the world. Clos de 
Vougeot is probably tite filuest we findin this 
couniry. Chambertin is a magnificeut brand 
of Burgundy, and so is Pommard. Nuits, 
Beaune and beaujviais are govd wines, and 
are muuch used in this country. Chaulin, 
which is another fine brand, is much used by 


, 8UIbe Classes. 
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If the roast should be or 
spring lamb, spring chicken, tarcey of 
anytuing domestic, champagne ts often 
substituted fur burgunu,, aud occasionaily 
Ciaret is used. 

“What brands of champagne are generally

THE DESSERT COURSE. 

Through the next three courses, cheese, 
Charlotte russe and ice creat, champagne is 
used. Then comes the frultand dessert 
courses, in which Madeira properiy belong. 
‘Then is wheu the eccentricities of peopie 
begin to show themseives. Uther wines are 
olten catied for at this tame. Ladies, as a 
rule, who are pot what we may call good 
wine drinkers, frequentiy oruer Lokayer 
Ausbrch, a Hungarian wine, It is very ex- 
pensive and is used but little. Being a heavy 
wine it is servedin snail glasses. — 4 

“With tue cuolfee brandy only is served. 

“What is the result of mixing so many 
wines at dinnes?”’ 

“Result? Doh't speak of that! It is some- 
times disastrous to the uninitiated, and once 
in a while we see @ young man who Gnds it 
necessary to appoint a guardian for the time 
being, but such cases are not Common. The 
govd wine-drinker who knows his business 
and has his senses about him contines hi 
almost eutirely to one wine.” : 

“What is the favorite in such cases?” 

FAVORITE WINES. 

“Champagne with Awericans, sherry with 
the English, and in some cases Rhine 
with the Germaus. he Freach are easily 
accommodated in this respect. ihey are 
excelent judges of wine, and anything that 
has afine faver isa favorite with -them.. 
Many Americans prefer claret.”
